Therefo:e they put their 
confidence in the Loꝛd, beleening that God 
would be pꝛeſent with them to aide them, 
wherof this delinerance of Nege»theptoke 
foz' a fare figne and token. The Romaines 
kept them within the towne fo; feare of the 
multitude of the Jewes that were come to 
burte the bodies.

Then loſeph the 
Piet gathered his ſtrength, and came bp⸗ 
on Askalon with bis whole army, aflaui-

Mozeoner, by the way as he returned, 
when her wzeſfled with a certaine man that ' 
ouercame him. Op Lozd, * 
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thers of wozthy memezy, Abraham, Iſaac, 
andlicob? What ſhould J ſpeake of Mo- 
ſes our Dhopheard,the man of God, that fea- 
red the erueltie of Paarao , vntill he wait in 
theLawe, that her had called the name of 
his ſonne Eleaſar: foz he ſaid, the God of his 
father helped him, and delivered him out of 
the hands of Phae. And when he eame be⸗ 
foze Pharao to deliuer Iſraell out of his 
hands, and to lead them out of Egypt: what 
things els ouercame hee the tyꝛant withall, 
then with pꝛayer! Did hee not onerthzow 
the pꝛide of Pharao and his Charmers, 
onely with the rodde of the Loꝛd which hee 
had with him?

And at the red Sea 
Moſes reſiſfed not Pharao and his hoaſf 
with fo:ce of armes, but with pzaper : wher- 
foze Pharao and all his were dzowned in 
thebottome of the Sea.

It foztuned while Schi- 
mMeon was a killing of thoſe ten, certain ſub- 
fantiall rich men paſſed by, and were won⸗ 
derfally amezed when they ſawe the thing, 
dne to another, How long will God 
the malice of Schimcon, and will not 
ſearch out the bloud of iuſt men, noꝛ revenge 
them / Certaine ſeditious perſons hearing 
this, told it vnto Schimeon, whocomman 
ded them to be appꝛehended, and murthered 
the ſame day. After this, there paſſtd by 11. 
of the noble men of Jeruſalem, which ſing 
42 Ainnocents to be put to death by Schimeon, 
thepiift vp their eves to the heauens, 4 ſapd, 
DSL Gos of Jlrael, how long wilt thon 
bord 'thp hand, and kepe in thine anger & 
Faint theſe tranſgrelſv2s of thy will e which 
When Schimeon heard of, h& commanded 
them to ber appꝛehended, and killen them 
With his owne handes. Eleaſar the mne nt

edneſſs of: Schime»n>to.be& great, that hit 
madeaway the iuſt and godiß men of the ci⸗ 
tie, and that there was no hope left, he toke 
the towze of Jeruſalem, remained in it, and 
kept it with his. Iehudas alſo a taptaine vuer 
a thoaſand men, which kept a turret that 
Schimeon had made ta put iuſt and god men 
in, got him vppon the top of the walles; and 
tryes to the Momanes, i? peraduenture they 
wonld deliuer him, and the ref that wert 
at Jeruſalem. Wherefo:eb& went about to 
pſcape with his 1 000, men that he had with 
him. and rame toward the Namanes. But 
the Romanes truſted them not, thinking her 
bad ſpoken this foꝛ deceite: wherefoze they 
came not ta helpe him. Schimeon bpon this 
killed lcehodas, and the thouſand men which 
her had with him, and cummaunded their 
bodyes to bir tumbled!oner the walles in 
the ſight ol the Nomaines. ThenSchime- 
on cryei to the Pꝛinces and Captaines of 
the Komanes;ſaping: Abe, theſe are lehu⸗ 
das company; theſe woula haue come ſwꝛthj 
bato pou, take their tarkaſes to pou., and res 
ceine them againe if pou can, o2cis deliuer 
the reſpwhich pet line out of our hands. 
: Gorionthe pꝛieſt, father of Ioſeph the ꝑeieſt, 
which wzote this booke to the Jiraelites, 
moos that time in bonds and pzifon in a cer⸗

taineTurret, a man: of great age; vppon a 
dundzed and thirty, and no man could come 
vnto him, noꝛ from him. loſeph thtreſoꝛe 
went to the Turret where his kather was 
kept; to vaderſfand how her did. Her be⸗ 
held alſo the Turret a farre eff, ił he might 
eſpye his Father, and comloꝛt him. And 
— by loking vp to the turret, the 
ſeditiaus hurled a fone at him, which hit 
bim dn the head, that it auerthꝛew him. The 
ſeditious ſceing loſeph caſt out of his char · 
ret, determined to gꝛe downe vnto hum: but 
when Titus had knowledge thereof;he ſent a 
great ũtength to helpe him vp againe, and to 
defend: him, that his enemies did hem no 
wrong. The ſeditious going about to take 
Ioſeph, ſounded e trumpet verp lotod, which 
whenToſephs-mother that was kept in Schi- 
meons houſe hearũ being now berx olde, 85. 
peares;afzed what was the cauſe of the hur⸗ 
iy burly. They fvlbe her, that the leditious 
{ſued out at that ſhonte againſt Loſe ph to 
take him. When ſher heard that, by and by 
ſhe ran out of the houſe that ſh& was kept in, 
and climed vp the wals, as luſtily as though 
ſhe had been a poung girle of 14. peaxes old, 
tare her haire,andcriedout weeping'and 

ing befoze all them that were pzeſent: 4 
hope then come tothe could. F 
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and that J ſhould not be ſuffcredto-ſ& him; 
and to bury him ⸗ J had truſted he ſhould 
haue buryed me, and that he ſhould haue bin 
a helpe to mæ in mine age, and when my 
whole family by the ſeditious was almoſt 
made away and extinguiſhed: pet J ſaid, ti ia 
ſhall comfoꝛt me. Now therefoze what ſhall 
J doe, when J haue none leff tocomfo:tme 
of all my childꝛen that J bare, fo2 bet werne 
the ſeditious and the Gentiles our enemies; 
they haue ſlaine 18. ſonnes that J had, and 
what ſhall J doe now from bencefw:th'; but 
couet death 2 foz J deſfre not to line now 
any longer. And how ſhornld J receine any 
conſolation - when J ſe my ſonne dead, and 
J cannot burie him? Loꝛde that J might 
dye by and by, foꝛ J cannot liue any lon- 
ger, ſince my ſonne loſeph is dead. Sher 
went vp pet farther vpon the walles, till ſh@: 
came to the Turret where her huſband 
was in pꝛiſon, and ſtretcht out her hands ta⸗ 
wards heauen, crying with a londe voyce, O 
my ſan loſeph my ſon where art thou; come 
and ſpeake vnto me, and comfozt mer. The 


ſeditious hearing her, laught her to ſcoꝛne: 


but the Romans iuhen they heard her and 
knen ot Ioſeph that it was his mother, they

ſiluer, and pꝛecious ſſones, to hide them, leaſt 
they ſhauld be found of the ſeditiou s. 

They therctoꝛe which recouered and b:w- 
ked mente, when they would ſatiſſte nature, 
they went alone out al tie campe and after 
ſoaght their golde and ſilger and pꝛerious 
fones, which were diſgeſted in their excre⸗ 
nents; and \Þ did they euer dan. At length 
tcertaine Aramits and Arabians elpping the 


Jewes to vſe this faſhion'; told it amongſt 


their lello nes, one to another, and made a 


tonſpiracie to lay waite fo: the Jewes, and 


whomſoener they gote, they ript their bel 
lies, to finde the gold and other Jewels which 
the Jewes had hid there. And by this means 


the Aramites and Arabians had murdered 
2:thouland Jewes, But when Titus heard 
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that remained alive. They t m . 
to death foz this ſaa, were two thouſand g 
ramites and Arabians together. After this; 
Titus efppedhisP2inces and Captainesto 
haue decked their armonr with gold and ul 
ner, ſome of them alſo to weare golden ſcep 
ters, and ſome of ſiluer, with other o2na- 
ments vpon their heads: he called them to 
gether, and ſayd vnto them, Lap away this 
geare, theſe things are they that pzonoked 
the Aramites and Arabtans to woꝛke this 
wickevneffe, ag ainſt theſe pwꝛe and miſery 
ble Jewes which fed ſoꝛth vato vs, that they 
might liue vnder our pꝛotection.

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rage Titus woundzed at greatly. The Jewes 
kept their ward vppon that part ofthe wall, 
where the-Romaines had a repulſe of late; 
{ when they ſaw Sabianus and his compa- 
nie dꝛaw faſt toward them, they beganne to 
aſlaile him with ffones and arrowes, but Sa- 
hbianus letting light at him, vꝛged the Jcwes. 
Shozthp one of the Jees met with him, 
and game him ſuch a blow,that he felled him 
to the ground, yet gat he vp againe, e fought 
iz all that woundmanfully, and as one that 
had rather leaue his life , then to fight, til an- 

aelite came and lew him out · right. 
Chic allo of his fellowes were killed fight- 


underfi not knowing what 
the matter meant, oꝛ how they ſhould defend 
themſelues. Titus alſo heard the ſhoute: 
and when her hadenquired the matter, har 
choſe out certaine valiant men, and dꝛot fo- 
ward the bꝛeaches with them. In the meane 
ſeaſon the day was bꝛoken, and theJewes 
riſing from their fleepe, eſpied Titus pon the 
wals, t maruelled thereat greatly. The No⸗ 
mans therfoze gathering toward Titus, tame 
very thicke into the towne, ſome by the bzea- 
ches ofthe wall, and other ſome th:ough the 
vault, whereby the Jewes were wont now 
and then to make irruptions, and to reconer 
themſelues within the towne againe. The 
Jews ſet themſelues in aray again the Ro- 
maines in the very entry of the temple: vpon 
whom the Nomaines ran with their dzawen 
ſwoꝛdes, fo2 they had none other armour,noz

The Jewecs 
againe toke heart vnto them, ſaving, It 
botesnot to fler hence, but fo: the glo of 
the Loꝛd and bis Temple, let vs die man- 
fully, asneccfſity conftraincth vs: and ſo 
doing, wer ſhall ber counted foꝛ ſacrifices and 
 efferings.. Mhich earneſtnes on both ſides, 
filled the entry of the court of the Loꝛd with 
hond, that it fode like vnto a pœlie e2 pond. 
And that fight continued from the moꝛ- 
ning, til that day faure daies. Then a certain 
ſouldier of Titus, whoſe name was Golinus, 

a yaliaunt man, as was any amongit all 
the company: of Kurrüm, hct ſtring the 
AJeiwes to pꝛeuaile, and to haue the vpper 
hand ol the Nomatnes, which now had leſt 
off fighting and fed , the Tewes purſuing: 
them: ina rage he ramie againſſ them, and 
metthem at the wall wie Herod huilded, 
called. Antochia, dꝛone them backe, t made 
them to take the entrance ot the Temple a- 
gaine, whereas pꝛeaſing into the ronts ol 
the Jewes, be: was. wounded ——— 


of the court of the Temple, and felldowne, 
where he fought yet ſtill, till a certain: ew 
killed him outright. Her fought iuderd very 
bololp and baliauntlv, but bawarily: ſoꝛ ha 
conſtdered not his ground ane 
to do with the Jewes.

Fo2 Ticos left him at Jeruſalem, andtogke 
him not with him, as he vid toſeph, loſephs 
father liued after the citie was taken, ma, 


{wet Odours and perfumes, and garments 
alfo of purple, which the kings of the ſecond 
Temple had giuen. —— both this 
Phineasand loſua whom wee mentioned a- 
foze,; tranſgreſſed the touenant of the Lom, 
and offended God, in that they deltuered his 
Jewels to the enemies ol his people, which 
they daght not to haue done, but rather to 
haue died fo; the gloꝛy of the L ond, as the o- 
ther-pateſtes did, which caſf themſelnes into 
the fire; Thus was the Citty of Jeruſalem - 
taken, with all the 'pzectous things that 
were therein: and Titus went vppe to the 
mount Sion, tone it, and raced the walles 
theredf.
